LIST OF NAMES UNKNOWN.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28. — Twenty-eight out of 32 Pullman 


passengers and six out of 27 day coach passengers are known 
to have escaped death when Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railway train number 30 plunged into a torrent last night 
near Lockett, Wyoming. 


At noon today not a single name of the two score or more 


persons believed to have been drowned had been received at 
the general offices here. 


CASPER, Wyo., Sept. 28.— The loss of life late last 


night when Chicago, Burlington and Quincy passenger train 
number 30 went through a bridge over Cole Creek, 14 miles 
east of here, is estimated at approximately 40 persons. The 
stream, ordinarily dry during the summer, was swollen into 
a raging torrent by heavy rains of yesterday and the roar 
of rushing waters over the coaches could be heard three 
miles. 


One passenger coach was swept one hundred yards 


Into the Platte River which at that point is more than a 
mile wide. It is believed that no passengers in that coach 
were saved because by the time the rescuers could have 
gone to their assistance, the coach had rolled over on its 
side and become completely submerged. 


It is believed that it will be 24 hours or more before 


many bodies can be taken from the submerged cars. Most 
of those drowned may have been washed out of the cars 
because of the terrific current of the stream.

Quarter Of Million 
Pounds Of American 


Leaf Is Destroyed 


Cablegram From Tokio Received by Department 


of Commerce Reveals Extent of Quake's 
Damage to Leaf in Storage 
Two Ciga- 


rette Plants Wiped Out.

Two of the largest cigarette factories operated by the govern- 


ment in Japan together with about one-fourth of the stock of Ameri- 
can grown tobacco in storage there were destroyed in the recent 
earthquake and fire, according to cable advices received today, by the 
Department of Commerce and relayed to The Bee by its "Washington 
correspondent who a few days ago was asked to secure some definite 
information on the loss sustained. 


A Aveek ago the Department of Commerce cabled to Tokio for 


some information eagerly sought by the tobacco interests in this 
section but no reply was received. The correspondent then prevail- 
ed on the Commerce Department to renew enquiries and another ca- 
ble was sent, a reply being received which will in a measure answer 
a question which has been sought more especially by the tobacco 
dealers in Virginia and North Carolina. 


While the cablegram received from Tokio was not specific as the 


actual amount of tobacco destroyed it has been found possible to 
arrive at an approximate estimate from the statistics available at 
the Department of Comnierce. It is estimated that 2,500,000 pounds 
of leaf tobacco, most of it being the Virginia-Carolina variety, was 
destroyed. Department of Commerce figures indicate that at the 
time of the earthquake disaster, ten million pounds of American 
grown tobacco was in storage in Tokio. The Japanese government's 
admission that one-fourth of this stock has been wiped out indicates, 
therefore, that tAvo and a quarter million pounds has been lost.

tories destroyed are not given in th« 
cablegram 
but Washington 
officials 


are of the opinion that they were 
amon? the largest, if not the largest. 
it being known that the two cigarette 
factories operated in Tokio by the 
Japanese monoply are the greatest in 
the country. 


These factories manufacture prin- 


cipally bright cigarette tobacco grown 
in Virginia and the Carolinas. and 
the stock of American-grown tobac- 
co which was destroyed "S'as also prin- 
cipally of that type. 


It is understood by officials of th« 


Commerce 
Department 
that 
the 


Japanese government had about a 
two years" supply of American-grown 
tobacco on hand at Tokio. 
For sev- 


eral years up to 1913 the Japanese 
government purchased about 5,500,- 
000 pounds of American tobacco, and 
in 1920 the purchase was seven mil- 
lion pounds. 
But 
MI 1922 the pur- 


chase was reduced to about two mil- 
lion pounds 
This would indicate that 


there were about 10.000,000 pounds of 
Virginia and Carolina bright tobacco 
in stoiage at Tokio at the time of the 
earthquake and that about 2,500,000 
pounds were destroyed. 


A prominent Danville tobacco deal- 


er only a few days ago said that all 
of the local tobacco men were very 
anxious to discover the size of the loss 
in tobacco expected to have been sus- 
tained as result of the earthquake, 
lire and flood. 
He said that if the 


loss was a very heavy one. it might 
be expected that the Japanese gov- 
ernment wou^d place orders in th« 
bright belt for tobacco this season in 
ordrr to recoup the loss from th» 
catastrophe 
Pcmbcrton and Penn,

The central government 
thereupon 
appointed General Von Lossow 
as 
military commander In Bavaria, arid 
;ave to him instructions to cooperate 
with Dr. Von TTa.hr. Von Lossow has 
been in command, of the Bavariam 
Reichswehr. 
Dr. Von Kahr this morning con- 
ferred with the representatives of all 
the Bavarian patriotic 
associations, 


including the Hitler organization and 
demanded assurance that If lie allow- 
ed the meeting scheduled for 
the 


evening they -would guarantee that 
order would be observed. Hitler was 
not able to give euch assurance where, 
upon Von Kahr announced that the 
meetings were prohibited. Hitler and 
the' othera vainly endeavored to In- 
duce Von Kahr to withdraw the ban. 
The government considers the forces 
at its disposal adequate to suppress 
any outbreak but believes that Hitler 
and the other radicals will not allow 
matters to go the extreme. It Is well 
known, however, that General Luden- 
dorfT, 
formerly Von Hindenbure's 


chief of staff, is behind the Hitler 
movement.

Attacks Figures 


On Child Labor

(By The AsBoclatcd Press.) 
CHARLOTTE, N. C-, 
Sept. 
27— 
Characterizing as "a tricky and un- 
derhand use of statistics," the recent 
announcement of figures of the chil- 
dren's bureau of the department of 
labor showing more than 35 per cent. 
Increase in child labor since the an. 
nullment of the federal child labor 
law, David Clark, publisher of the 
Southern Textile Bulletin, made pub- 
lic today a letter of protest, which 
he had written. Secretary jDavis. 


Mr. Clarke pointed out that the 
periods selected for comparsion were 
the first six months of 1922, when 
there was unemployment and idle- 
ness and the first six months of 1923, 
which composed a period of unusual 
Industrial activity, and declares that 
"there is no evidence that there -was 
a greater-in crease In the mployment 
of young people of five to sixteen 
years of age, than of older persons 
nor Is there any evidence that there 
was any employment in violation of 
state laws or outside of the limits 
of the recent federal child labor law. 


"It was a tricky and underhand use 


of statistics, which conveyed to the 
public the idea that child- labor had 
increase^ 35 per cent, since the -fed- 
eral child labor law had been declar- 
ed unconstitutional'and yet there was 
no evidence whatever that any of the 
Increased employments was due in 
any way to the cancellation of the 
federal child--labor -law,"- said Mr. 
Clark's letter to Mr. Davis. 


"An examination of the statistics 
shows that the larger part of the 35 
per cent, increase was in states that 
have restrictions as high as or higher 
than the federal child labor law. It 
wag a contemplible piece of work and 
we are informed that government 
funds paid for the publicity."

there also, the minister of communi- 
cations announces that communica- 
tions have entirely been re-establish- 
ed.

South was delayed sixteen hours and 
a couple of -wagons on the Burgas 
train, coming in the same direction. 
was derailed.

The government reports that not 
more than fifty armed 
Communists 
created the trouble between here and

Coaches Submerge 
In Raging Torrent 
As Bridge Collapses 


(Continued from page one) 


Ing the night because of the darkness 
and flood conditions. 


Early this morning no list of those 


who perished had been obtained. Five 
cars and the locomotive dropped into 
the river. 


An official message from the scene 


of the wrock last night told of the 
difficulties under which the resouers 
were working and held out little hope 
for the many passengers known to 
have been in the coach and smoking 
cars. The engine crew and the bag- 
gage an.d mall employes are also be- 
lieved to have lost their lives, the en- 
gine and the coaches being complete- 
ly under water. 


Seven doctors from Casper, dressed 


the injuries of those cut by glass and 
sustaining bruises, but reported that 
there was none dangerously injured. 


The rescue of eiRht persons, in- 


cluding women and a baby, was one 
of the most .spectacular features of 
the wreck. A rope was run from the 
passenger coach to the Glenrock side 
of the creek and seven made their 
way to the shore by working their 
way over the rope, hand over hand. 


An unidentified man remained on 


the coach until the last, directing the 
rescue and made the last trip by him- 
self carrying an infant with him. 


Dan J. McQuaid, of Denver, who 
was a passenger in the Denver sleeper, 
was the first -to give news of the dis- 
aster and he announced that in his 
opinion at least 100 lives were lost. 
Others survivors were of the same 
opinion and the night Burlington dis- 
patcher, 
when 
told 
bf 
McQuaid's 


statement, said that the loss "would 
be at least that." 


Several men and women managed 


to crawl 
from 
the coaches which 


plunged into the creek and clinging 
to the top of the cars, screamed for 
help, according to Henry Wyatt, of 
Casper, who was a passenger in a 
qleeper whicft plunged half way into 
the waters and remained standing on 
end. "Nothing could be done to save 
them", Mr. Wyatt declared, "as the 
river was a raging torrent." 


"I had just started for the smok- 


ink compartment in the front 
enfl 


of the car when the wreck occurred. 
The 
train 
seemed 
to 
slacken 
its 


speed suddenly and then the car I 
was in went toppling over, the front 
part resting on the bed of river and 
the rest pointing up in the air 


"There was no scrambling or com- 


motion, everybody just set to work 
opening their windows and getting 
out. A sleeping car porter passed me 
a' rope with which he dragged me up 
on the bank and I counted six others 
beside myself who escaped. 


"There were at least seven men in 


the 
smoking compartment 
in the 


front and I am sure they lost their 
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"It appeared a cloudburst had oc- 
curred recently, as the river receded 
two feet before I started back for 
Casper.

gage and express cars. The express 
car was completely wrecked.

conductor Frank Guff, of Casper, are 


reported to have lost their HVPS. 


The train went through a weaken- 


ed bridge over which, Just tivo hours 
previously a heavily loaded freight 
train had passed. 


The engine and tender had gone 


over the bridge when the collapse 
carne and the locomotive was pulled 
back into a raging torrent. 


The express and baggage cars to- 
gether with the day coach, were car- 
ried into the flood with the forward 
portion of the Casper sleeper, nosing 
into the stream and drowning four in 
the smoking compartment. 
The Mon- 


tana sleeper remained on the track 
and no one in it was injured. 
All 
cars except two sleepers were sub- 
merged in the flood waters. 


Estimates of the number of persons 


who lost their lives differed at seven 
o'clock this morning. The lowest fig- 
ures placed the dead at 40. A rail-

Rock, near the scene of the wreck 
and who assisted in the rescue work, 
said he thought the death list might 
mount to 100.

due to uncertain circumfatances. 


Several relatives, incuding Mr. and 


Mrs. William Hunter, of Devon. Pa., 
who were with Mrs. Wobb at the time 
of her death and.cognizant of the al- 
leged mysterious circumstances sur- 
rounding it demanded that an autop- 
sy be 
performed 
Medical experts 


were summoned and instructed 
to 


determine if any lethal poisons were 
In the body. 
The result probably 


will not be known until tomorrow. 


The greatest secrecy prevailed at 


the club and among the dead -wom- 
an's relatives and friends. Mr. Webb, 
who was with his wife through r"n- 
illness could not 
be 
found 
at 
his 


home, his office or his club. 


Mr. and Mrs. Webb were married 


November 4, last 
Since that 
time 


they have lived 
largely 
in 
hotels, 


country clubs and resorts. 


Mrs. "Webb's private fortune is esti- 


mated at between $2,000,000 and 53,- 
000,000. 
It was said changes in her 


will had been made just prior to her 
death. 
Though physicians working on the 


case would not make any .statement 
regarding the circumstances of her 
death, it was said thsU suspicion had 
first been aroused by bruises on the 
abdomen. 


Mrs. Webb was the daughter of S. 


Jennings Gorman and the late Mrs.

ing on the subject and found' that 
there Is nothing^, in the Code of Vir- 
ginia which would prevent the hold- 
Ing of another bond Issue election at 
any date tho Judge might see fit to 
call one. 


Section 3088 bears on this point It 


reads: 
, "If It shall appear from said re- 
turns that a majority of the qualified 
voters at such election shall be against 
such proposed bond Issue an order 
shall be entered of record acording- 
ly and no other election for a similar 
purpose shall be held within a year 
after such election." 


The city attorney emphasized-, the 
opening lines of the clause pointing 
out that in the bond election held here 
last June a "majority of the qualified 
voters voting at such election" did 
approve the bond issue and that there, 
fore the clause would not apply. 


It is thought improbable however. 
that any immediate effort will be 
made to bring about another test vote 
on this issue • There is a likelihood 
that the city charter commission will 
be permitted to finish Its present work 
which probably would embrace a re- 
wroding of the charter provision the 
ambiguitv of which is responsible for 
the present litigation, and that after 
the Geneial Assembly which meets in 
January has passed on the amended 
charter that the matter will be plac- 
ed before the people again. 


Advocates of the bond issue express 


the belief that the public mind has 
been more aroused since the litigation 
was begun than it was before the 
election also that in June a number of 
people who would have supported 
both bond issues were absent from 
the city.

Staging of Monitor- 


Merrimac Battle 


(By The Associated Prens.) 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Sept. 28 — 


The famous battle between the Iron- 
clads, Monitor, of the United States 
navy, and the Mernrnac, of the Con- 
federate navy, took place in Anchor- 
age 'Channel, between the present en- 
trance in the Newport News channel 
and the Old Point light, about one 
fourth of a mile north-northeast from 
the present entrance into Newport 
News. 
This historical fact was established 


yesterday when army and navy offi- 
cers, civilians and Captain 
Richard 


Curtis, one of the three survivors of 
the crew of the Merrimac made a 
trip over the scene of that famous 
fight In Hampton Roads for the pur- 
pose of locating exactly the spot of 
the big civil war naval engagement. 


Captain Curtis, who is now 84 years 


old, and a resident of Portsmouth, 
was a member of the first grin crew 
on the forward deck of the Merrimac 
during the battle and his version of 
the fight is exceedingly interesting. 


Captain Curtis, with the assistance 


of Captain George Alvin Massenberg, 
member of the Virginia Pilots Asso- 
ciation, assisted the army officials in 
laying out a. map of the spot where 
the engagement 
occurred 
and this 


ma p%vill be used by the army au- 
thorities in preserving the exact spot 
of the engagement for future histor- 
ical studies and possibly for having 
the United States government place

anese battleship Mutsu lit the Wash- 
ington 
Disarmament Conference 
is 


recalled by the news that this great 
w;ir vessel', as well as two other Jap- 
anese superdrendnaughts. wero des- 
troyed by the effects of the recent 
earthquake. 
At

much urpnse and a certain amount 
of irritation were aroused by the In- 
sistence 
with which

from Nippon maintained that no mat- 
ter what arrangements in the way of 
naval disarmament were agreed upon 
Japan would never "scrap" the Mut- 
su. Gradually the reason behind this 
attitude became known, revealing n 
sentimentality not generally regarded 
as a factor iii Japanese character. 


The MutPU, It was learned, was to 


Japan much more than one of the 
most powerful warships in the world. 
Named after the gieat Emperor Mut- 
suhito. who ruled Japan from 1867 
to 1912 and was largely responsible 
for her remarkable rise to equality 
with Western nations, the Mutsu was 
regarded as a, symbol rather than 
merely a great warship. In her de- 
sign and 
construction, both

Japanese, was seen evidence of the 
transformation of Japan from a back- 
ward, isolated country into a world 
power of the very first rank. School 
children, it is said—contributed their 
pennies to help defray the cost of 
building and her christening partook 
almost of the nature of a ritu.

the accused will be in its hands. To_ 
morrow will be Ward's 32nd birth- 
day. 


Since the defense did not call wit- 


nesses but rested at the close of the 
prosecution's case, it will not have 
an opportunity for rebuttal Ward en- 
tered the cou'-troam smiling arm in 
arm with his -wife, a sheriff behind 
him Ten minutes later his smile nad 
disappeared under the ferocity 
of 


Sherman's attack. "Walter S. Ward 
killed an unarmed sailor 
boy," 
he 


heard the prosecutor chsrge. 


"He framed the self defense and

money out of his father, George S. 
Ward." — "Blackmail? 
hokum "—He 


fooled his attorneys, they found it out 
and are ashamed to admit it.

If the boy's body hadn't been 
identified, four days after his death. 
the lips of Ward, ponce commissioner 
of New Rochelle, would have remain- 
ed sealed to this day."

His findings reported 
today are of unusual interest to all 
business men and nivestor?. 


"Careful students of the financial 


situation are surprised at the action of 
the 'Reserve Ratio Fgures' of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks and the similar 
figure for the New Tork Banks," says 
Mr. Babson. 
"With the tremendous 


amount of gold in the country and 
with new gold constantly being mined, 
-t seems strange that this figure should 
decrease 
Furthermore, 
even 
al- 


though this is the crop moving sea- 
son there seems no logical reason why 
our banks should put out additional 
currency. There is an abundance of 
money in the country for all legiti- 
mate needs. 
The only difficulty is 


that too much of it is being used in 
illegitimate ways, and too much is 
being hoarded in sections where it is 
not needed. 
The country does not 


need to issue more money, but the 
farmers and legitimate business in 
stead of speculators in stocks, food 
stuffs, and 
wearing 
apparel should 


have the use 'of the billions alreadj 
issued. 
Eliminate special and un- 


reasonable ttorage and there will be 
money enough for every legitimate 
need In every line of industry 


"Yet this speculation in stocks and 


commodities does not account for the 
clogging which is taking place today 
in our credit system 
Of the various 
reasons adx-anced I believe the funda- 
mental difficulty is due to the fact 
that people are not paying their bills 
Ever since the decline in business, 
which began a few months ago. there 
has been a tendency for manufactur- 
ers, jobbers, retailers, and consumers 
to slow up in their payment of bills. 
Of course, the whole thing is an end- 
less chain. Just as soon as one link 
stops the entire chain must stop. Yet 
there is absolutely no reason for such 
action. It is a psychological or moral 
condition rather than an economic 
condition. 
Business and the flow of 


money is like the flow of blood in 
one's veins. 
Anything which retards 


circulation harms everyone. 


"An analysis of the balance sheets 


of our large Industries shows that they 
are very largely 'made or unmade' by 
their 'accounts receivable:* which is 
iimply the 
accountant's 
name for 


money owed to them. 
For instance, 


the fertilizer business, as a business. 
is perfectly sound. Xot only are fer- 
tilizers needed but they are needed 
more every year. It is a fundamental 
industry and yet most of the fertili- 
zer companies are having very hard 
sledding at the present time, and their 
securities are selling very low. The 
reason primarily is that farmers are 
buying fertilizers on credit and are 
not paying 
their 
bills. 
The chain 


stores, on the other hand, are very 
flourishing today and their stocks are 
selling- high. 
The main reason for 


this is that these chain stores are do- 
ing a cash business. They have no 
'accounts receivable" and are able to 
discount their bills and carry large 
cnsh balances. 


"In the case of almost every corpo- 


ration the ccedit policy is an impor- 
tant factor and any investor buying 
securities today should gix-e it careful 
consideration. This is especially true 
today when industrial stocks are so 
much more popular than railroads 
and p«l>3ic utility stocks. 
Notwith- 


standing their troupes th« railroads 
and public utilities do a cash business. 
This applies not only in transportation 
companies, but also to lighting and 
telephone companies. 


"All of this nie^ns that on" of the 


l>est things we can do to brine bn<rk 
prosperity is to 
promptly 
pay our 


Moreover, this applies to wage 
workers as well as employers to re- 
tailers as well as to manutrn-tur-ers: 
small country towns as 


to people jn the large <nti«w.

Before the 
manufacturer can pay his bills, the; 
wholesaler must pay the manufactur- 
er: >>cfor-c the jobber can pay the 
wholegsaler. the retailor muM pay the 
jobber, and before in«> retailer can 
pay the jobber, jou and 1 must jw» 
him.

Legislation For 
Vets Will Rank 


At Next Congress 


By GEORGE H 
MANNING 


WASHINGTON, I>. C., Sept. 27— 


Legislation for the World War Vet- 
erans of the United States will take 
rank along -with farm relief measures, 
coal, and railroad matters in 
the 


coming session of Congress as one of 
the most important subjects to be 
dealth with. 


According to the latest indications, 
there will be at least a half a dozen 
proposals of great importance to all 
the war veterans and ex-ser\ice men 
of the country presented to Congress, 
w^h powerful backing arguing strong- 
ly for their passage. 


Within the present week. President 


Coolidge has been asked by General 
Frank T. Htnes, director of the Vet- 
erans' Bureau, to include in his mes- 
sage to Congress a recommendation 
for the adoption of a plan for admit. 
ting all ex-service men to government 
hospitals free of charge at any tim« 
they may need treatment, regardless 
of the origin of their sickness or dis- 
ability. This would be one 
of 
the 
greatest benefits yet granted to the 
four and a half million ex-service men 
of the country, in the opinion 
of 


leaders of -veterans' organizations 


At th© same time, the president 


was presented by 
a. delegation of 


officers of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars with a program of seven mea- 
sures favored by that organization, 
which he -was urged to include also 
!n his recommendations to Congress. 


In the meantime, 
the 
Disabled 


American Veterans' organization has 
been working actively 
for 
several 


months on a campaign to secure the 
support of members of Congress for 
the legislative program whi 'i was 
adopted at the annual contention of 
the body held in June. 
Several of the 
members 
of 
the 


House, who saw active service dur- 
ing the war, are also understood to 
have been devoting considerable time 
during the recess to laying thir plans 
for vetreans' relief programs which 
they intend to push. While, of course, 
a number 
of 
the most influential 


leaders in both the House and Senate 
have given a great deal of thought 
to working out plans for a soldier 
bonus bill which will provide its own 
means of finance. 


While the program of the Disables 


Veterans' organization is an extremely 
thoroueh 
and 
comprehensive 
one, \ 


comprising thirty-five distinct measur- 
es, many of these deal largely with 
comparatively minor details of ad- 
ministration of veterans' legislation. 
The leading features of this program 
are nearly identical with the mea- 
sures recommendd to the president 
this week by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 


The bonus, or adjusted compensa- 


tion bill; opening of government hos- 
pitals to all ex-service men of all 
wars for treatment at any time re- 
gardless of the source of disability; 
the establishment of a committee in 
the House of Representatives to handle 
all legislation dealing with veterans' 
legislation; the codification of Vet- 
erans' Bureau laws and the unifica- 
tion of rating scales for compensation 
and vocational training, nnd the en- 
actment of adequate legislation for 
the relief of ail veterans of all wars, 
giving especial attention to the dis- 
abled arid maimed, are the principal 
provisions outlined for the president 
by General Lloyd M. Br»tt. command- 
er in chief of the Veterans of Foreicn 
Wars. In addition, any further de- 
creases in the army and navy are 
opposed: and the enactment of strict 
naturalization and immigration laws 
advocated.

3ala he had secured. Air. 
raced the course of financial institu- 
tions in Danville from the first one 
recorded and traced their develop- 
ment up to the present day. After 
his opening remarks, Mr. Rendleman 
unfolded the following history: 


The first bamk in Danville was the 


Virginia Bank which occupied o part 
of a dwelling upon a location, upon 
the corner of what is now Bank Ally 
opposite the Elks Home. 


In the year 1890 we had the follow- 


ing banks in Danville: 
Border Grange, 511 Main street. 
Citize<ns Saving Bank, 205 River- 


side Block. 
Commercial Bank, 407 Main street. 
Johnston & Check, 424 Main street.

The above banks have either failed 


or merged •with one another and the 
old Commercial is the -'only- one re- 
maining intact of the lot. 


Then we come to the year 1907—

real money for a time and Xew York 
banks had the lid closed tight on the 
currency market—so the banks here 
got together and had their own mon- 
ey printed which was called "Script" 
and on December 2.

It' was clear- 
ed same as your clearings 
today 


through the First National Bank — 
which kept th& record — and after be- 
ing rechecked. the Interest figured — 


and doubly counted—it was burned in 
the rear of the First National Bank 
in the small court yard which hap- 
pened to be there—the First National 
Bank being at that time next to the 
present 
Bijou 
Theater—Gilmer's 


present site. 
Of the banks named 


above there are only two that 're- 
main today—the First National and 
Commercial. 
The other banks were 


all merged with others, until 1910 
when the Virginia State Bank was or- 
ganized with W. W. Williamson, as 
president and Jas. M. Ley. as cashier. 
this bank was merged with the Bank 
Of Danville. 
In the year 1909 the American Na- 


tional Bank was organized with H. O 
Kerns as president and W. H. Bar- 
ker as cashier. 


In 1919 our colored citizens got to- 


gether and organized a bank of their 
own 
with 
AVatkins 
Thompson 
as 


president 
and 
M. C. Martin, 
as 


cashier. 
In 1922 the newest addition to the 


banking fraternity of our city was or- 
ganized—The 
Baby 
Bank—so 
to 


speak—with Jno. B. Anderson as 
president and R- R. Murray, cashier. 


This brings us down to the present 


moment in the history of banking in 
Danville, and while we all carne out 
tonight to a get-together-meeting and
